New York city in dealing with the physical con- 


dition of school children is teaching object lessons 


cleanliness, and in giving close attention to the 


mouths, eyes, ears and noses of children, has under- 
taken a work of far-reaching good. It should be re- 
membered that New York suffers more than any 
other American city from congested population, and ' 
that * certain' percentage of children come from I 
homes where poverty, ignorance and squalor pre- ' 
vail. One of the agencies for good Instituted by New > 
York is a bureau of child hygiene. This system car- 
ries the medical officer Into the homes of children 
and brings treatment to children who perhaps would 
not otherwise receive medical attention until their 
•Jlments were far advanced.

He was awarded a medal of honor 


In 18M for distinguished bravery at the 
battle Of Fair Oaks, June 1. W6S, where 
he was twice seriously wounded In the 
right arm, necessitating its amputa- 
tion.

Howard university, which was named 
in his honor and was its president 
from ISM to 1873.
